cause a little work is entailed. 


Korean war veterans have applied for 


e\ening school privileges. 
The number 


of applicants is vague because of an of- 
ficial effort to minimize the importance 
of such requests. 


In fact, there seems to be an air of unim-^ 


portance attached to the Korean veterans' 
requests by school administrators. There's 
an inclination to shrug off the whole deal 
with an assertion:' "The Korean veterans 
who applied for schooling have been taken 
care of." 


That's probably right. 
They've been 


taken care of. They've probably gotten no 
. satisfaction.

It's probably factual, if school of- 


ficials will confess it, that ONE Korean 
war veteran has been admitted to the 
school—and he's there on an unofficial 
basis. He's" not paying for his-school; 
neither is his government or Veterans 
administration.

time and time again how the veterans school 
probably would have to be closed this Sum- 
-raer because of-lack of students.

It is true that attendance is falling off. 


Many veterans of World War II have used 
up their credits under the GI Bill of Rights. 


But there's no reason'why the school 


attendance cannot be built up. Who 
knows how many Korean vets want 
night school vocational education? Many 
cf the Korean-veterans themselves don't 
know they are entitled to such benefits. 


Not "too many"'" Korean vefs 'have re- 


turned. But there will be more:. . 
v i'and all 


should be given every educational opportun- 
ity possible. Even if it costs the district 
some 
money—those 
veterans , should be 


taught a trade. They are entitled to it be- 
cause of their service to the country. 


School Director William H. Yohn wisely 


declared that the .veterans should ask 'for 
the educational- sdvantages-^and the school 
district then should provide them.

ONE OF the 
most frequent \ com- 


plaints of old age is some difficulty with 
the bowels.- This fact is becoming more 
and more evident since more of us arc 
living to a riper age. 


The doctor realizes the need for a 


more thorough type of examination when 
an elderly person corr.cs to bins with 
thcs'e complaints. 


One reason is the widespread 
cam- ' 


paign for cancer 
detection. 
Constant 


publicity and public education have told 
people fliat cancer often occurs in the 
stomach and intestines. Many 
older 


persons with frequent complaints in these 
regions therefore feel they are entitled 
to an examination complete enough to 
rule out cancer. 


The high percentage of gastro-intesti- 


nal complaints in older people was re- 
cently shown'in a group of 333 patients 
studied in Chicago. AH were past 60 and 
some as old as 83. Well over half of 
these people complained of bowel 
dis- 


turbances. "Of these, almost half were 
constipated, and a significant number 
also had diarrhea. 


The diarrhea and constipation 


usually spasmodic, lasting a few 
and then disappearing. Some had at- 
tacks of diarrhea alternating with con- 
stipation. 


Many of these patients have symp- 


toms which, in younger people, would 
probably be traced to psychological'rea- 
sons. But in tho elderly persons, these- 
same disorders were duo to definite dis- 
ease conditions of the bowc.'.

WASHINGTON, Feb 23 «V-The 


Justice department said today the 
stop order posted at all US ports 
of entry against the return of Brit- 
ish comedian Charles Chaplin still 
stands.
